Father John of Cronstadt Comes with 


An Article Saying Christians 


Were Goaded On. 


St. Petersburg, Juno 
17.—Father 
John of Cronstadt. whoso fiery con- 
demnation of tho Klshlneft massacre 
was published In tho St. Petersburg 
liberal newspapers, has another ar- 
ticle In tho anti-Semitic Quarala, In 
which he says:1 


"I havo concluded that tho Jews 


themselves was the cause of the re- 
cent disorders, and that It was tho 
Christians who suffered In the end. 
I am convinced now that tho Chris- 
tians wero provoked to tho disord- 
ers by the Jews, and that tho Jews 
were mainly responsible for tho cas- 
trophe."

FRENCH BUDGET 


Finance Minister Estimates Shortage 


of SI 1,620,000 and Proposes 


Change of Tax. 


Paris, Juno 17.—Finance Minister 


Rouvier presented the budget 
lor 


1904 In tho chamber of deputies to- 
day and also a project for an Income 
tax. 
Tho budget estimates tho ex- 


penditure at 5714.3CO.OOO and the re- 
ceipts at $702.740,000. 
In order to 


provide for the deficit, Sll.020.000, 
the yield of certain taxes will bo 
augmented. 
The minister rejects the Issuance 


of bonds or tho Imposition of new 
taxation and proposes to raise a con- 
siderable portion of the deficit by de- 
nouncing the reciprocity treaty with 
Brazil, thus permitting tho restora- 
tion of the duties on Brazilian collce. 
This find certain fiscal expedients 
will b'alanco the budget. 
The proposed Income tax Is a re- 
form In the system of direct taxa- 
tion, with the view of throwing more 
of the burden on 
the 
wealthy 
classes. 
Incomes under 5100 are 


not taxed. 
Above $100 the tax Is 
I'/s per cent, but a proportion of tho 
Income Is exempted on a graduated 
scale, falling from 85 per cent on In- 
comes under $200 to 10 per cent, on 
Incomes under $4.000. 
Above IKUOO 


tho exemption ceases, the whole In- 
come paying tho tax. Another fea- 
ture of the Income tax Is a tax of 4 
per cent on rent, the chief portion 
of the burden falling on the larger 
rents.

led to believe from press reports. 


"To understand tho awful conditions 


In tho flooded regions the 
outside 


world should know," he says, "that 
they are driving many of tho poor pco< 
pic there Insane. The day 1 left home 
1 saw two policemen cutdi a haggard 
faced- woman who was 
a 
raving 


maniac. 
Personally, I iknow of a 


dozen cases of this kind In Armour- 
dale alone and doubtless there are 
many more. 


"Only a few people have gone back 


to their homes. 
Practically 
every 


bouse In Armourdale, a city that once 
had 16,000 hard-working people, is 
ruined. Houses are collapsing every 
day. 
It Is safe to estimate that at 


least 200 people wero drowned. More 
than 1,000 small houses were washed 
down tho river and more than 3,000 
were moved from their foundations."

Two Hundred Dead 


Despite the earlier reports 
that 


tho dead would number five hundred 
It Is now thought that tho total num- 
ber will not bo far from two hund- 
red. 
New workers are at hand ana 


are working with tho parties already 
out. 


Loot Bodies 


Ghouls arc looting tho bodies of 


tho dead. 
Aid arrived this morning 


at the Lexington end of the railway 
and were forwarded -by team to the 
former slto of Heppner. 
Portland has been very generous. 


'Tljty Drown. * 


Tho greatest loss of life Is reported 


at tho Heppner hotel, 
which • waa 


swept away and about fifty guests 
were drowned. 


A force of seventy-five men aro dig- 


ging graves on the hillside. 
Prompt 


measures are being taken to prevent 
a plague. The weath'er threatens'to 
become hot, and a relief corps to clean 
the town Is urgently needed. 


Every available man from a radius 


of sixty-live miles has been pressed 
Into service. 
Gangs of men are at 


work clearing away the debris, rocks 
and timbers which He piled In heaps 
In Heppner's streets, and taking but 
the corpses which are thus concealed. 
About 100 persons have been burled 
In Heppiier's graveyard. Owing to the 
absence of proper facilities for car- 
Irig for tho dead, the victims were for 
the most part Interred In common 
crates. 


People Become Frantic. 


J. J. Kelly, who has returned from 


the sceno of the disaster, said: 


"Tho storm was something fearful. 


It could be easily seen from tho city. 
The people were gathered In their 
yards and on their porches to witness 
the display of the heavens. 


"The rain was not falling In Hepp- 


ner, but could be seen some distance 
away. Sharp flashes of lightning wore 
accompanied by tho howling thunder. 
Then, suddenly the thunder died away 
and left an/millions silence. Then a 
low, rumbling noise was heard, very 
faint at first, but growing louder. As 
tho nolso grew louder and louder tho 
people became frantic. 


Too Late to Escape. 


"But In a moment the van of the 


flood burst Into view around tho curve 
of tho creek, carrying on Its crest the 
cabins and houses which stood In Its 
path. The people made a rush to the 
hills, but were too late. The flood 
was upon them. Tho little river is 
ordinarily ten feet wide and sis Inches 
deep. In five minutes It was trans- 
formed Into a roaring torrent 400 feet 
wldo and tventy feet deep. Houses 
were lifted from foundations and car- 
ried on tho swirling waters.

Interesting Facts About this Industry 


So Little Is Known 


About. 


One of tho most interesting 
ot 


Jnnesvllle's manufacturing plants Is 
the Rock River Cotton Co., occupy- 
I.IR a building that has nearly two 
acres of lloor space, rooms well filled 
with thread making and other requi- 
site machinery. It Is Indeed a groat 
mill. 
The raw rotlon Is brought 


from many sections of tho 
sunny 


south, some shipments 
are 
made 


from Texas and a largo quantity Is 
also 
purchased In Savanna. 
The 


raw material comes to the mill In 
large bales, weighing between live 
and six hundred pounds and tho stun 
Is tightly pressed. 
The bales are 


broken open and arnifuls of the Uni- 
fy cotton aro thrown Into big ma- 
chines where the material Is beaten 
and the fibres are pulled apart, trom 
here it Is blown Into a second part 
of the apparatus where It Is formed 
Into a thin sheet and then rolled up. 
On an average, eight bales or over 
4000 pounds of cotton 
aro 
con- 


sumed every working day during tlio 
year. 
.These first machines which 


tho cotton goes through are called 
"lappers" and the mill has six 
ot 


them. 
The Hock River Cotton Co. 


manufacture cotton 
batting 
and 


twine. 


To make the batting these rolls 


of cotton are run through 
carding 


machines. 
In this department there 


are over twenty-seven of them, and 
from there on a moveable carrier 
the now finished hatting goes to the. 
packing department, where It Is au- 
tomatically rolled. 
The roll Is then 


weighed, covered with a sheet ot 
tissue paper and is ready for pack- 
ing. 
There are several 
different 


grades of batting sold and the cotton 
for each particular grade 
comes 


from a certain set of carding ma- 
chines. 
Tlie highest grades of the 


batting being the whitest and 
the 


most uniform In substance. 
In this 


department about one hundred cases 
of batting are turned out dally. 


The cotton that Is to be made Into 


twine Is run through another set ot 
carding machines and from 
these 


comes out in the form of loose yarn. 
Several of these yarns are run 
to- 


gether through another machine and 
twisted, nnd then the same process 
is repeated and the cotton IB wound 
on big spools. 
It has now become 


much liner. 
The machines which 


perform this operation are 
called 


"speeders," and flvo of them wind 
many thousands of spools In a day.

Despite Frost of Last Week Everything 


Is Growing Very Nicely

In his review of the condition of 


the crops In \Vlsonsln during the 
last week. Section Director W. M. 
Wilson of the department of agri- 
culture says: 
The' most Important 


feature of the crop situation for the 
last week was the frost which oc- 
curred Thursday and Friday morn 
lugs. 
Reports received -from cor- 


respondents representing nearly ev- 
ery township In the state show that 
more or less damage occurred 
in 


nearly every 
locality. 
On 
high 


ground the frosts were light, but on 
low ground the temperature fell to 
and below the freezing point In many 
places and ice formed to the 
thick 


ness of an eighth of an Inch. 
In gen 


eral the frosts were less 
severe 


arong the eastern border of the state 
and 
In the extreme southern coun 
ties, the greatest damage to the crops 
occurring generally in the 
centra 


counties. 
In the northern 
section 


most field crops wore not sulllclently 
advanced to be liable to great damage 
although freezing temperatures 
oc- 


curred In exposed localities. 
1'rac 


tlcally no rain occurred during 
tho 


week, and, while crops ore not suffer 
ing from 
lack of moisture, 
rain 


would be beneficial. 


Winter wheat and rye continue to 


make rapid advancement 
towards 


maturity, and are generally consld 
ered In promising condition.

curred only over limited areas, wher 
tho conditions were particularly fa\ 
orable for frost.

Three j;reat cities uf Cnuada East 


are Montreal. Quebec and we will say 
Ottawa, althonj:h It lie just across tlie- 
Ottawa rive:- In Ontario. These three 
cities would be treat anywhere In the 
•world. 


Montreal la of course the first and 


chief city of all Cai.ncla. It Is most 
emphatically the Inr^unt In population, 
but It Is great In other respects. 
It 


has a beautiful name. 
The city Is 


situated on the Island of Montreal, 
thirty miles lonn, ten miles wide; and 
lining up out of this level Island Is 
A very bold and ruiiged and even'pre- 
cipitous ledge of rock, tree covered— 
a noble mountain, with 
the 
name 


llount Koy.il, or In 
the 
musical 


French. .Monf. Heal. 


It Is a royal mount, and between 


this and tlic river Is the great city, 
many of Its residences 
and 
public 


buildings climbing far up the foothills, 
giving them a charming location. Tor 
example, McGIII university nnd sonic 
of the hospitals. Here also along tlio 
base of the mountain arc the magnifi- 
cent homes, many of them.

Mitchell Reads Report 


President Mitchell read the report

board of conciliation selected by the 
executive boards of the United Mine 
Workers of three anthracite districts; 
that such selection was In accordance 
with the award of the anthracite coal 
strike commission. 


Removes Objections. 


The resolutions declare that, though 


satisfied with the manner of the selec- 
tion of the representatives. It Is de- 
cided to remove any possibility of 
misunderstanding concerning the
